IMF downgrades its 
expectations, warns 
of ‘dangerous’ phase 

Washington 

The world economy has entered a 
“dangerous new phase,” accord- 
ing to the chief economist of the 
International Monetary Fund. As 
a result, the international lending 
organization has sharply down- 
graded its economic outlook for the 
United States and Europe through 
the end of next year. 

The IMF expects the U.S. econ- 
omy to grow just 1.5 percent this 
year and 1.8 percent in 2012. That’s 
down from its June forecast of 
2.5 percent in 2011 and 2.7 percent 
next year. To achieve even that still- 
low level of growth, the U.S. econo- 
my would need to expand at a much 
faster rate in the second half of the 
year than its 0.7 percent annual 
pace in the first six months. 

Most economists expect growth 
of between 1.5 percent and 2 percent 
in the final two quarters. Though an 
improvement, it wouldn’t be enough 
to lower the unemployment rate. The

rate has been 9 percent or higher in 
all but two months since the reces- 
sion officially ended. 

“The global economy has 
entered a dangerous new phase,” 
said Olivier Blanchard, the IMF’s 
chief economist. 

The IMF has also lowered its 
outlook for the 17 countries that 
use the euro. It predicts 1.6 per- 
cent growth this year and 1.1 per- 
cent next year, down from its June 


Stalled Spending 

The U.S. economy faces longer- 
lasting problems that go beyond 
high gas prices and disruptions 
caused by the Japan crisis, the IMF 
said. Employers are adding few jobs 
and giving out meager pay raises. 
Many homeowners owe more on 
their mortgages than their homes 
are worth. Banks are keeping credit 
tight. Unemployment is likely to av- 
erage 9 percent next year. All those 
trends are holding back consumer 
spending, the IMF’s report said, (ap) 


projections of 2 percent and 1.7 per- 
cent, respectively. 

For the U.S., President Obama’s 
proposal to cut taxes and spend 
more on infrastructure should pro- 
vide much-needed short-term stim- 
ulus, the IMF said. But it needs to 
be paired with a longer-term plan 
to reduce the deficit over, the report 
said. The timing of the budget cuts 
is key, Blanchard said. 

Budget cuts “cannot be too fast 
or it will kill growth,” Blanchard 
said. “It cannot be too slow or it 
will kill credibility.” (ap)

Assassination deals 
a blow to Karzai and 
Taliban negotiations 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

A suicide attacker with a bomb in 
his turban posed as a Taliban peace 
envoy and assassinated a former 
Afghan president who for the past 
year headed a government council 
seeking a political settlement with 
the insurgents. 

Tuesday’s attack, carried out 
in former president Burhanud- 
din Rabbani’s Kabul home, dealt 
a harsh blow to attempts at end- 
ing a decade of war. The killing of 
Rabbani, an ethnic Tajik and one of 
the wise old men of Afghan politics, 
will blunt efforts to keep in check 
the regional and ethnic rivalries 
that help feed the insurgency. 

President Hamid Karzai cut 
short a visit to the United Nations 
and called on Afghans to remain 
unified in the face of Rabbani’s 
“martyrdom.” 

NATO said in a statement that 
two suicide bombers had detonated 
explosives, though Afghan officials 


insisted there was one attacker. 

Rabbani, who was the leader of 
the anti-Taliban Northern Alliance, 
will be hard to replace soon, given 
his role in the attempts to seek a 
political deal with the Taliban — 
with U.S. blessing. 

Already Afghanistan’s ethnic 
minorities have begun to rearm 
in the face of negotiations with the 


Taliban. Rabbani’s death is likely 
to accelerate that process and lay 
the foundation for a possible civil 
war once U.S. combat troops leave 
the country or take on support roles 
by the end of 2014. 

President Obama, speaking at 
the start of a meeting in New York 
with Karzai, said the killing will 
not deter the U.S. and Afghani- 


Backstory 

The Taliban have been targeting 
senior officials in the government 
and close associates of Karzai. On 
July 27, an insurgent with a bomb 
in his turban killed Kandahar Mayor 
Ghulam Haider Hamidi. Five days 
earlier, an associate gunned down 
Karzai’s powerful half brother, 
Ahmed Wali Karzai, at his home in 
Kandahar. During Wali Karzai’s fu- 
neral, a turban bomber killed a lead- 
ing cleric.

The number of American troops in 
Iraq will fall to 30,000 by the end 
of this month as the U.S. winds 
down the war, the top U.S mili- 
tary officer said Tuesday.

Better safety sought 
at Gaithersburg rail 
stop after Jan. death 

Commuting 

The Gaithersburg commuter rail 
station needs updated signs, more 
outdoor shelters and more barri- 
ers to improve pedestrian safe- 
ty for passengers who must cross 
the tracks to catch inbound trains, 
according to a Maryland Transit 
Administration safety assessment 
released late Monday. 

MTA officials conducted the 
safety study in May, after the Jan- 
uary death of 8l-year-old James T. 
Clemons, who was hit by a morning 
Maryland Area Regional Commut- 
er (MARC) train as he crossed the 
tracks. Clemons had crossed from 
the Java Junction coffee shop inside 
the station, where he and other 
passengers had waited inside out 


Safety Precautions 

A Maryland Transit Adminis- 
tration study of the Gaithersburg 
commuter railstation recommends 
eliminating a wooden crosswalk 
directly in front of the station and 
extending a coffee-shop fence to di- 
rect passengers to a safer asphalt 
crossing. The report also suggests 
relocating newspaper boxes that 
limit motorists’ line of sight and 
could cause them to inadvertent- 
ly drive onto the tracks, and said 
brightly colored “emergency infor- 
mation” signs should be installed to 
alert pedestrians about using cau- 
tion when crossing the tracks, (twp) 


of the cold. Passengers must walk 
across the tracks from the station 
at Summit Avenue to catch morn- 
ing trains headed toward Wash- 
ington. 

Two other people have been 


hit by trains in the Gaithersburg 
area this year. Montgomery Coun- 
ty police said a woman committed 
suicide when she stepped in front 
of a CSX train in April, and a Der- 
wood man was hit by a MARC train 
in July when he crossed the tracks 
near East Diamond and North 
Summit avenues. 

MARC officials presented their 
findings to the Gaithersburg City 
Council. Gaithersburg Mayor Sidney 
Katz said the council will need to 
discuss the recommendations before 
it suggests how to proceed. He wel- 
comed MTA officials’ announce- 
ment that they would install elec- 
tronic countdown timers inside the 
station in early October to tell pas- 
sengers how long they have to safe- 
ly cross the tracks. 

Katz said city officials don’t hear 
many concerns from MARC pas- 
sengers about the station but said, 
“I think you can always be safer.”

'The Rogue’ paints 
a deeply unflattering 
picture of the former 
Alaska governor 


Book Review 


“The Rogue: Searching for the Real 
Sarah Palin” ($25, Random House), 
a so-called “investigative chronicle” 
of the former Alaska governor, will 
be catnip for Palin haters hoping to 
see her discredited as a potential 
presidential candidate. But the gos- 
sipy tale provides little new infor- 
mation and draws too much from 
unnamed sources 
or avowed Palin 
critics. 

Joe McGinnis, 
a veteran journal- 
ist, paints a deeply 
unflattering por- 
trait of Palin, cast- 
ing her as ill-informed, cold-blood- 
ed, narcissistic and vengeful. 

He throws in some new and pru- 
rient details, suggesting Palin and 
husband Todd used cocaine and that 
she booted a pair of house guests 
after finding baby oil in their bed- 
room. But McGinnis’ reliance on 
unnamed sources and quotes weak- 
ens the book’s credibility. Too often, 
his most titillating material comes 
from mysterious people identified 
as “an old friend,” c ’a friend of Todd” 
or “a lawyer in Wasilla.” 

The most sensational pas- 
sage in the book deals with 
Glen Rice, a former NBA 
basketball star 
who McGin-

nis claims had a brief sexual rela- 
tionship with Palin in 1987, before 
she and Todd were married. But 
Rice never fully confirms McGin- 
nis’ story. 

It’s McGinnis’ experience liv- 
ing next door to the Palins for five 
months that offers the most telling 
portrait of Palin’s style and per- 
sonality. McGinnis claims 
he wasn’t looking 
for such prox- 
imity to his 


subject and took the house only 
because it was one of few rental 
properties available in the area. 

Palin went to war nonetheless, 
trashing McGinnis on Fox News 
and posting on Facebook that he 
was an unwanted stalker “peering” 
at her and her children. 

The posting provokes 


such anger from Palin loyalists 
that McGinnis received death 
threats and visits from sympathet- 
ic onlookers. 

One of those was Verne Rupright, 
who succeeded Palin as Wasilla 
mayor and who offered McGinn- 
is a handgun for protection when 
the two sat for an interview. “People 
around here don’t [care] about Sarah 
anymore. They’re burned out on all 
her drama,” Rupright said 

With his book so suffused with 
Palin drama, McGinnis had better 
hope that’s not an accurate assess- 
ment.

ABC “Revenge” begins with a 
8:00 murder. And that’s fitting, 
because the new melodra- 
ma seems all but dead on arrival. 
Set in the fabulous Hamptons social 
scene, “Revenge” depends on the 
dubious theory that if you dazzle 
viewers with pretty faces, expensive 
clothes and talk of money, nothing 
else has to make much sense. 

Emily Thorne (Emily VanCamp, 
“Everwood”) is new to the Hamp- 
tons. She’s just rented the big beach 
house right in front of the sprawling 
mansion belonging to the super-rich 
Graysons. Folks wonder why she’s 
taken the house all by her lonesome. 
Particularly since she doesn’t look 
old enough to drive. 

Over the course of what seems 
like 15 minutes, she insinuates her- 
self into the wealthy set, attending 


posh cocktail parties and charity 
auctions, and getting the lowdown 
on which middle-aged spouse is 
committing adultery with whom. 

This is pretty standard soap 
opera stuff, except Emily isn’t a new- 
comer at all. And she’s not even an 
Emily. She’s returned to the Hamp- 
tons to exact punishment on the 
snooty types who set up her father 
(for treason, no less) and who ruined 
her family.

To Stop a Thief 


Keep It to Yourself 

One way to protect your belongings is to purchase a Transportation Secu- 
rity Administration-approved lock. Here are more ideas: 


Travelers can avoid 
losing belongings by 
following a few rules 

Advice 

Travel is often hectic — rushing to 
make a plane, keeping an eye on 
young children, maybe schlepping 
too much baggage. 

Distractions can create oppor- 
tunity for thieves looking for an 
easy target in a crowded terminal 
or airplane cabin. 

Thefts from airline luggage are 
rare, according to government fig- 
ures, but that doesn’t ease the sting 
if it’s your vacation that’s ruined 
because of a stolen passport or 
jewelry. Experts say most of the 
thefts that do occur could easily 
be prevented if travelers followed 
a few basic rules, starting with an 
obvious one. 

“Never pack valuables in lug- 
gage that you’re going to check,” 
said Bryan Saltzburg of travel 
website TripAdvisor.com. “Carry 
it on the plane with you, or ship 
it insured.” 

Sometimes airline employees 
force travelers to check a carry-on 
bag, especially during peak travel 


periods such as holidays. Saltzburg 
advises travelers to pack valuables 
in a smaller bag that fits inside your 
carry-on suitcase. If a gate agent 
tells you to check the suitcase, 
remove the smaller bag and keep 
it with you. You’ll also want to get 
to the gate early and board before 
the overhead bins fill up. 

“People who get their carry- 
on stolen usually board late,” said 


Kevin Coffey, a police detective 
and travel-security consultant in 
Los Angeles. “They’re sitting in 
Row 44, their bag is above Row 19, 
and when the plane lands, a crook 
grabs the bag and he’s gone.” 

Last year, 2 million travelers 
complained to the U.S. Department 
of Transportation about mishan- 
dled baggage, which includes sto- 
len, lost or delayed bags, (ap)
